the belief expressed by Peyton N. 
riarke. member of ihe Tax Keform

ent constiluttoo of Kentucky is an act 
above tbe powers of ordinary le^isla 
tion. and many of its provisions being 
proscripiive therein lies the chief ob- 
sUole to our growth and prosperity. 

"Kentucky has bad four suocaasive 
ooostitntions sinee its erection into an 
independent State in 179-}. 

"Unfortunately fur Kentucky, the 
last ooaatlUitkw mts fraaMd about the 
time the gtsat wave of Bopalism swept 
over the land, in ^o early nineties, 

and left its impression on the work of 
the convention, jiiid the strlkin>; con- 
flict then boinj; wafjod beiwecn cnpilal 
and labor, wealth and industry, and 
city and country, bad mtush to do with 
the radioal and revdlationary princi- 
ples incorporated in the document 
adopted under theae blighting influ- 
enoes. 

"As an eiavple of tho effects it is 

sufficient to note particularly the 
change in the law relating to revenue 
and taxation. 

"In all the former constitutions this 
important subjoet was left entirely 
to the Legislature, for the good and 
sufficient reason that it was thought 
highly improper for a self-governed 
people to tie their bands by an act 
abovo the powers of ordinary legisla- 
tkm, to ehaaff*. «v«n if the conditions 
required it: bat tiM fimmors of the 
present constitntkm arbltiarily pnr- 
sued a different policy and incorpo- 
rated in it practically a new and un- 
tired system of revenue and taxation, 
thereby taking the power from tho 
Legislature and Sziaff an immutable 
hiw, regardless of its coBsequsace and 
in spile of the experience of other 
Slates. 

"Two ways an opita to secure a 
Changs ia oar prsss at laws, the first 
by imeBdlng tlM ooostitutkm, the 
second by a complete revision. Both 
meUiodsaro cwmbsrsome and tedious. 

•If a bfU ahoidd be iatrodoeod ia 
tbe next Qeasral Asssmbly, which 

meets in 1912, and it should be favor- 
ably received, it will have to lie over 
until the following session in 1914, 
and it concurred in at that time the 
qtiaotkm will then have to go before 
sad bs Totsd on by the people, sad if 



approved by them the Oeneral Assem- 
bly of 1B16 will hare the power to call 

a (!onsiiiutionnl Convention to meet 
the following year, and it will t>e 1U18 
before tbe statutory enastai4M could 
go into effect. 

"tVtiy have 600,000 Kentuckians 
sought homes ia other States? Why 
do our farms produce less than the 
farming lands of other BtatcST Why 
liav'i such ('vi<!i>no(> of wosMk SB Stocks 
and : nortgsgst spd noteH 

practical iy disappeared from s«r tax 
returns? Wkyisear ftste so f ar bo- 
biad in education? Why are so many 
of cur counties without railroads or 
any other improved roadwayl Why 
do our cities languish aod one-third of 
our counties show a falling off in pop- 
ulatjoo? 

*Tbo answer Is not far to seek. It 
is boeause our constitution is defec 
live and insnfHcient. It is because our 
resources ure undeveloped. Ii is be- 
came there is inadequate employment 
for our young men and wooMn, who 
drift away aad drain the Stale of its 
best resource, its brains and bnwn 

"Happily for us that when we find 
our constitution defective and insuffi- 
cient to secure the happiness of our 
people we can assemble with all the 
coohiess of philosopbon and set them 
to rights,' wrote Tiiomaa Jefferson a 
century ago. ai>d the words are not 
only encouriisln;; to us today, but the 
suggestiDi. IS worth the most serious 
considcra: H .i\ c.: .vim have the 

welfiire of Kentucky at heart and who 
would like t« sse the graad' sM com- 
mon wealth classed among the best of 
the Stales and behind none in educa- 
tkm, wealth and ha pplneas." '

The Trs a t w stit In Fevsr Caass Tilt 
Quinine Wrought a Change. 

In 18S2, when the French were con- 
doctlac a camp:)):, j .■>i\q\\est in Al- 
geria, the mortal. i.v aiuaui,' the troops 
and colonists there «aa frightful. 
France was being coutiiiually called 
upon for fresh levies of men and 
youths to supply this terrible loss, 
chiefly Iroai fsrar taddtBtal to tho 
climate. 

At that time th,^ practice of bleeding 
Still prevailed. ' Bleed them till they 
are white" was the Injunction wbkh 
BroasaaSs, the bead physician of the 
French, gave to his followers when 
the condition of tha aoidiers was re- 
l>orted to hiak . 

At Bone In od« year out of an eCTec- 
tire force of 5^ men. 1.100 died of 
Illness la the hospital Moot of them 
had been "Wad to tho wblta." 

At thia tiBM Ihs eBoeta of solphata 
of qolnlna won knows, hot few idiy- 
aleteaa ya a tarsd to eiBpk>y it. Oae, 
Maillot had Uterasted klaisitf is the

At first he employed the quinine 
merely as an a4Janct to the bleeding.

Little by little he left off 
bleeding, to the great scandal of the 
medical profession. 

Exactly In proi>ortlon as the bleeding 
ceased the deaths In the hospital de- 
creased. In two years the deaths fell 
off from one In three and a half of all 
who entered (be hospital to one in 
twenty and Anally to one In forty-six. 

Maillot, quite naturally enough, be- 
came an earnest opponent of bleeding, 
bat be was so actively resisted aad ao 
ceaselessly vlliQed that he hnrsma aik 
blttered toward bla colleagnes. 

Nearly thirty years passed before 
Maillot saw the complete triumph of 
bis Ideaa.

Lettres de cacbet was the name giv- 
en in France to warrants sealed with 
the king's seal ordering persona to bo 
thrown into prison or exiled. The 
first came into use aboat 1610 and 
shortly became one of the popolar ter- 
rors of France. It is aaid tliat ao ioaa 
than 9,000 lettres de cachet were ia- 
sned daring tlie reign of Loais XIV. 
and 80,000 during the reign of Loois 
XT. la aiany cases these terrible doc- 
uments wsre secretly sold aad tiied 
as a sooree of illicit revenoe. Tliey 
were freqneotly signed in Mank. and 
the holder of one of these roysl ter- 
rors could write in the name of aay 
petoon against whom he happeaed to 
hare a gndf.

There are many who contend that 
chopped oaUi are better for horses 
than whole oats. If a horse's molar 
teeth are In good condition whole oats 
are preferable to chop. The horse's 
molars possess great grinding power, 
and if required to chew his feed and 
not bolt it the horse will digesc tbe 
grain much better. It is only when 
a horse'a teeth are defective owing to 
old age or to aome other caue that It 
may experience some dilBculty ia deal- 
ing properly with whole oats, and in 
that case it is advisable if not sbeo- 
Intely necessary to crush the oats.
